The U.S. Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about the date(s) listed below, 
you or your organization committed the following violation(s) of Federal Regulations: 


Date of Violation: October 9, 2008 

9 C.F.R. § 3.127(c) Facilities, outdoor. Drainage. A suitable method shall be provided to 
rapidly eliminate excess water. The method of drainage shall comply with applicable 
Federal, State and local laws and regulations relating to pollution control or the protection 
of the environment. 

You failed to provide appropriate drainage for standing water and mud at the end 
of the concrete slab. 


Date of Violation: September 23, 2009 

9 C.F.R. § 3.84(c) Cleaning, sanitization, housekeeping, and pest control. Housekeeping 
for premises. Premises where housing facilities are located, including buildings and 
surrounding grounds, must be kept clean and in good repair in order to protect the 
nonhuman primates from injury, to facilitate the husbandry practices required in this 
subpart, and to reduce or eliminate breeding and living areas for rodents, pests, and vermin. 
Premises must be kept clear of accumulations of trash, junk, waste, and discarded matter. 
Weeds, grass, and bushes must be controlled so as to facilitate cleaning of the premises and 
pest control. 

You failed to clean cobwebs that were present in the indoor building of the lion- 
tailed macaque enclosure. 

Date of Violation: September 23, 2009 

9 C.F.R. § 3.125(a) Facilities, General. Structural Strength. The facility must be 
constructed of such material and of such strength as appropriate for the animals involved. 
The indoor and outdoor housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury and to contain the animals. 

You failed to keep one loose, perpendicular wooden timber between the outdoor 
mountain lion exhibit and bobcat exhibit structurally sound. 

Date of Violation: September 23, 2009 

9 C.F.R. § 3.131(c) Sanitation. Housekeeping. Premises (buildings and grounds) shall be 
kept clean and in good repair in order to protect the animals from injury and to facilitate 
the prescribed husbandry practices set forth in this subpart. Accumulations of trash shall be 
placed in designated areas and cleared as necessary to protect the health of the animals. 


You failed to remove two automobile tires, with cobwebs and bird manure, that 
were found outside of the bear building. 

Date of Violation: February 29, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care (dealers and 
exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate 
veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, 
and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday 
care. 

You failed to discard expired medications, and had them comingled with other 
drugs and available for use. 

Date of Violation: February 29, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.125(a) Facilities, General. Structural Strength. The facility must be 
constructed of such material and of such strength as appropriate for the animals involved. 
The indoor and outdoor housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury and to contain the animals. 

You failed to maintain the chain link of the addax primary enclosure in good 
repair. The fence was bowed and had gaps between the fence and the ground. 


The Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS) created federal regulations to 
ensure the welfare of animals and help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases.
